OUT BY SECRETARIAT AND ARE SCHEDULED TOBE READY SEPT 25 FOR 
DG. SECRETARIAT SAYS PROGRESSIVE INTRODUCTION OF CHINESE 

IN GCS BEGINNING WITH 19TH WOULD BE DLS135.000 FOR FIRST STAGE, 
DLS635.000 FOR SECOND STAGE AND DLS1 MILLION FOR FINAL STAGE.
